At present, claim 6 does not properly depend from claim 5 because R 1 is 2-methyl-3- 
methoxyphenyl in claim 6, and R 1 cannot be 2-methyl-3-methoxyphenyl in claim 5. The 
above-noted correction simply makes claim 6 depend from claim 3, thereby establishing the 
proper antecedent basis for claim 6. Thus, the above-noted correction corrects an obvious 
mistake of minor character and does not involve such changes in the patent as would 
constitute new matter or would require reexamination.
